“Finally we took to fantasy,” 
said Field. “We began making up 
stories, dramatic situations which 
the other would try to resolve. 
; Growing more ambitious, we whis­ 
pered and committed to memory 
a novel. Altogether we whispered 
seven books." 
One of the hest of these, they 
felt, was “ Angry* Harvest.” Field 
went on a hunger strike to obtain 
notebooks and pencils to write the 


I book. 
Each night the notebooks were 
taken away and the two did not 
know whether they evtr would se# 
them again. When Field finally 
was released in 1954 with apologies 
that he wa* the wrong man, the 
return of the notebooks was one 
of the 
concessions 
he obtained 
from the authorities. 
Mierzenski 
was 
released later 
and now is a free man living in 
Poland, where “ Angry Harvest” 
was recently published and criti­ 
cally praised.
